A brand new battery of officials 
will represent Orange county and 
the 19th congressional district in 
the state and national legislature 
when those bodies convene again. 

The voters gave them their cre¬ 
dentials yesterday. All but one 
of the new legislators are Demo¬ 
crats. 

In congress there will be Harry 
Sheppard of Yucaipa, Democrat 
who was supported by Townsend- 
ites. 

Close Contests 

In the state senate Orange coun¬ 
ty will have Harry Westover, 
Santa Ana attorney. Clyde Wat¬ 
son, Orange Democrat, and Thom¬ 
as Kuchel, Anaheim Republican, 
will represent the 74th and 75th 
assembly districts, respectively. 

Hottest battles were waged in 
the two assembly districts, as 
Watson staged an upset in defeat¬ 
ing the favorite James B. Utt, in¬ 
cumbent Republican, by a ma¬ 
jority of less than 800 votes. The 
count, with one precinct missing, 
was Utt, 12,137; Watson, 12,896. 
Kuchel staged a concerted rally in 
Fullerton and outlying districts to 
distance James Heffron, Anaheim 
newspaperman, by a count of 10,- 
693 to 9574 in a final tally. 

Congressional Fight 

The tri-county battle between 
Congressman Sam Collins and 
Sheppard was decided by the 
Townsend support which went 
firmly to the Yucaipa man. 

The count in 613 of the 761 pre¬ 
cincts was Sheppard, 49,078; Col¬ 
lins 41,917. Orange county gave 
Collins 19,065 votes to Sheppard’s 
23,836. Riverside voted Collins, 
7279; Sheppard, 7064. The ballot¬ 
ing in San Bernardino favored 
Sheppard, 18,188 to 15,081, in in¬ 
complete returns. 

Attorney Harry Westover's vic¬ 
tory over Tom McFadden, Ana¬ 
heim Republican, in the state sen- ^ 
ate race, was convincing. 

The final count was 18.879 for 
McFadden, to Westover’s 23,075. ; 


(By the Associated Press) 

A Roosevelt landslide that shook the nation today left 
but two states clinging to Republicanism. 

Maine and Vermont alone clutched the beaten banner of 
Alfred M. Landon. New Hampshire, after marching with 
him all night, finally turned into the victorious columns of 
Roosevelt in the morning returns to give the President a 
narrow margin of victory. All the other states already had 
given the Democratic presidential ticket shouting majorities 
in the electoral college and sent new recruits to the previous¬ 
ly top-heavy list of Democratic-^ 
senate and house members. 

The election vote stood at 523 
for Roosevelt, 8 for Landon. 

Smallest Since Taft 

Tlie final thinning of the Repub¬ 
lican ranks left them with the 
smallest electorial vote the party 
has had since the Taft debacle in 
1912. Taft had just 8 votes; 88 had 
gone to the Bullmoosers of Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt and the rest to 
Woodrow Wilson. Not since 1820, 
when James Munroe was re-elected 
with just one dissenting vote in 
the electoral college, has there 
been so close an approach to unan¬ 
imity of electors. 

The New Deal plurality of popu¬ 
lar votes seemed likely to approach 
9,000,000. 

Prize Packages 

Of the prize packages, heavily 
stuffed with electoral votes, Cali- 
ifornia came to Roosevelt by half 
a million; Illinois

The first district race was 
characterized by open warfare 
which burst out over the last 
week-end between Jerome and 
boosters for Finley. 

Jerome, attacked in two adver¬ 
tisements appearing in the Santa 
Ana Independent, retaliated by 
causiing the arrest of Editor A. B. 
Berry and J. Frank Burke, former 
editor of the Santa Ana Register, 
on charges of authorizing the in¬ 
sertion of an anonymous political 
advertisement in a circular. „ 

Burke retaliated with a $50,000 
suit against Jerome, charging false 
imprisonment, and with two radio 
addresses in which he scored the 
incumbent supervisor vigorously. 

Jerome Feels Rood 

Asked for a statement today, 
Jerome said: 

"I awoke this morning feeling 
strangely good. I felt as though 
a great load had been lifted 
from me. 

“I'd like to congratulate Mr. 
Finley and wish him success," he 
said. “I wish to thank my friends 
for the way they supported me. 
For me there are no regrets.” 

Finley, brother of Col. S. H. Fin¬ 
ley, and former Santa Ana con¬ 
tractor, expressed his satisfaction. 
Col. Finley formerly was super¬ 
visor from Santa Ana, retiring in 
1928. 

Lyon is a long-time citrus grow¬ 
er in the Anaheim district, and a 
member of the California growers’ 
advisory committee for the federal 

AAA. 

Riley has been in the automobile 
business in Anaheim and Santa 
Ana for many years.

Eighty per cent of Orange 
county’s registered voters went to 
245 polling places yesterday to roll 
up the largest total vote and the 
largest percentage vote in the 
county’s history. 

With ail but one precinct report¬ 
ing complete figures, they gave 
Roosevelt a majority of 6343 votes 
to contribute to his nation-wide 
landslide. 

Orange Is Republican 

Only one Republican candidate 
received a majority, Thomas 
Kuchel, who was elected assem¬ 
blyman from the 75th district over 
James Heffron, Democratic candi¬ 
date. 

Orange, traditional Republican 
stronghold of the county, was the 
only major city to vote Republi¬ 
can in the presidential race, vot¬ 
ing 1965 for Landon and 1750 for 
Roosevelt. 

Following arc the county votes 
tabulated for each of the parties: 
Republican, 22,756; Democratic, 
29.099; Prohibition, 510; Socialist, 
232; Communist, 148. 

Other Cities 

Santa Ana voted 8084 to 6399 
for Roosevelt. 

Costa Mesa voted 967 to 574 for 
Roosevelt. 

Laguna Beach voted 899 to 757 
for Roosevelt. 

Six of seven precincts at New¬ 
port Beach gave Roosevelt 707 and 
Landon 594. 

Tustin was in favor of Roose¬ 
velt 262 to 178. 

Roosevelt majorities in other 
cities were Garden Grove, 675 to 
562; Huntington Beach, 1152 to 
611; Anaheim, 5241 to 2129; Brea, 
743 to 361 and Fullerton, 2528 to 
2086. 


SAN FRANCISCO. (A*! -Danger 
of violence hovered over the strike¬ 
bound waterfront today, as 
paralysis of shipping continued to 
spread over the country’s sea¬ 
board. 

One peace move made last night 
was considered a hopeful sign, the 
joint maritime strike committee 
agreed to unload all perishable 
foodstuffs from vessels tied up 
here. Union labor will do the 
work. 

But a deadlock still was in force 
on the question of furnishing skel¬ 
eton "safely crews” for West 
coast ships at the docks. 

Assistant Secretary of Labor 
Edward F. McGrady urged these 
crews be supplied by the unions, to 
avert possibility of violence should 
ship-owners attempt to put non¬ 
union personnel aboard. 

In New York, International Sea¬ 
men’s Union officers proposed to 
put crews on vessels deserted by 
sailors who walked out in a 
sympathy strike.

Of the governorships at stake, 
the Democrats had captured 12, 
were leading for 14 others; the Re¬ 
publicans took two, were leading 
for three more. 

The third party threat of Rep. 
William Lemke, Union party 
standard-bearer, faded completely 
out of the picture from the time 
the earliest returns trickled in.

SAN PEDRO. (Ah -- Police pa¬ 
trols in the shipping strike zone 
were increased to 570 men today 
while more than 40 vessels lay idle 
at docks. 

Union leaders of 4000 striking 
longshoremen and seamen 
strengthened their "flying squad¬ 
rons,” assigned to keep peace on 
the waterfront, after five workers 
were jailed on suspicion of kidnap¬ 
ing, robbery and assault. 


A speeding car, a tire blowout, a 
swerving, jerking skid had ended 
in death today for Wayne Robert 
Maxwell, 21.

SAN FRANCISCO. (AT Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt captured Califor¬ 
nia’s 22 electoral votes with a 
popular majority of over 560.000 
votes nearly 100,000 more than 
in 1932 in election returns early 
today from three-fourts of the 
state's 11,716 precincts. 

President Roosevelt’s popular 
vote, 67 per cent of the total tabu¬ 
lated, was 1,073,986 in 7820 com¬ 
plete and incomplete precincts to 
508,823 for the Republican presi¬ 
dential nominee, Gov. Alf M. Lan¬ 
don of Kansas. 

The chief executive received 58 
per cent of the total state vote in 
complete 1932 tabulations when he 
polled 476,255 more votes than for¬ 
mer President Herbert Hoover. 


First Lady Says 
‘No Changes’ ‘ 


Communist Polls 
403 Votes Here 


HYDE PARK, N. Y. (A*)—Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, the first of 
this nation's first ladies to cast her 
ballot for her husband in two presi¬ 
dential elections, foresaw today 
"no changes, as far as I know 
now," in the approaching four 
years. 

Very happy over the election re¬ 
turns, but glad, too, to get hack to 
her normal schedule, she made 
plans for motoring back to Wash¬ 
ington Thursday, and will hold her 
fiist post-election press conference 
at the White House Saturday. 


PHILADELPHIA. UP) — Phila¬ 
delphia for the first time since the 
Civil war went Democratic at a 
presidential election. 

Not only did the old Republican 
stronghold roll up a large plural¬ 
ity for President Roosevelt, but 
the Democrats made a clean sweep 
of the seven congressional dis¬ 
tricts in the city, the four state 
senators up for election and came 
near wiping out Republican repre¬ 
sentation from Philadelphia in the 
state house of representatives. 

The President carried the city 
over Alf M. Landon by an unoffi¬ 
cial plurality of 199,712. Unoffi¬ 
cial figures for the entire city were 
Roosevelt 521,941; Landon 322,229. 


Although only six Orange county 
voters are registered as Commu¬ 
nists, that party has many more 
supporters, election figures re¬ 
vealed today. 

Earl Browder, Communist can¬ 
didate for president, received 148 
votes, and Charles McLauchlan, 
Santa Ana, Communist candidate 
for congress, polled 403 votes. 


‘People Spoke,’ 
Says A1 Smith 


HYDE PARK, N. Y. (AT-Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt lost his home town 
of Hyde Park in yesterday’s elec¬ 
tion, returns today disclosed. 

The town gave Governor Landon 
1233 ballots and Mr. Roosevelt 
1049. However, the President won 
his home town district by a vote 
of 336 to 307. 


BOISE, Idaho. (A*)—Senator Wil¬ 
liam E. Borah, running ahead of 
his own beaten Republican ticket 
from the outset, today lengthened 
his lead over the entire field ami 
pulled nearly 3000 votes ahead of 
President Roosevelt’s total despite 
an Idaho Democratic landslide 
matching the nation’s. 

Complete unofficial returns from 
627 of the state’s 793 precincts in 
all counties gave the 71-year-old 
United States senator dean 96,449 
votes. His Democratic opponent, 
Gov. C. Ben Ross, received 57,821. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE DESERTS 

MANCHESTER, N. H. UP) 
President Roosevelt captured New 
Hampshire’s four electoral votes in 
final tabulation today of yester¬ 
day's presidential election. The 
complete vote: Roosevelt, 106,221; 
Landon, 103,626; Lemke, 3523. 


NEW YORK. (A*) - Alfred E. 

Smith, former governor and 1928 
Democratic nominee for the presi¬ 
dency, who supported Gov. Alf 
M. Landon in the campaign, issued 
this statement today: 

"The American people have 
spoken, and the cardinal principle 
of democracy is the will of the ma¬ 
jority. Every citizen, every real 
American, must put his shoulders 
to the wheel and stand behind the 
President.”

Farley, who was given a leave 
of absence as postmaster general 
last August to devote his full time 
to the campaign, desires to re¬ 
turn to the active direction of his 
building supply business. 

However, it is known he will 
retain his chairmanship of the na¬ 
tional committee and, in all like¬ 
lihood, the chairmanship of the 
New York state committee. 

Maintains Silence 

Whether or not he would return 
to the postmaster generalship for 
the remainder of Mr. Roosevelt’s 
first term was not known. 

The chairman has maintained 
a silence on all of the speculation 
as to whether he would seek the 
governorship of New York two 
years hence. At a press confer¬ 
ence Monday, one of the newspa¬ 
permen said to him: 

‘‘Well, general, you say the re- 
election of the President is all in 
the bag, so there’s no need to talk 
about that. Now how about all 
this talk that you’re going to run 
for governor in 1938?”

Inelgibility struck another death 
blow at Valencia High school to¬ 
day, forcing the Placentia school to 
award to San Juan Capistrano a 
football forfeit that automatically 
crowned Laguna Beach's Artists as 
minor division champions of the 
Orange County Prep league. 

Principal .John Crowley and 
Coach Clarence Bishop, check¬ 
ing through records, discovered 
to their sorrow that Howard 
Rose, stellar end, became ”0 
TWO days before Valencia’s 25-0 
victory over San Juan Capis¬ 
trano at Placentia last Friday. 
Under C. I. F. regulations a boy 
becomes Ineligible for athletic 
eoni|K‘tition upon reaching this 
age. 

Without pressure from outside 
sources, the Valencia authorities 
voluntarily notified San Juan Cap¬ 
istrano, and their impressive vic¬ 
tory was transferred into a tech¬ 
nical defeat that, clearly removed 
Bishop's Tigers from the 1936 race. 

Brea Definitely Out 

Maurice (Red) Guyer's Lagu- 
nans are “In" as champions, be¬ 
cause they hold a 19-13 win over 
Brea-Olinda. Even if Brea should 
win its final games with Valencia 
and Tustin, Coach S. S. (Shorty) 
Smith’s Wildcats could glean no 
more than a tie with the Laguna 
eleven that has only Valencia to 
play Nov. 13. And in case of a 
tie, the championship goes to the 
team that has defeated the other.

Detectives found him Saturday, 
working as an engineer in a Gold 
Coast apartment building where he 
had been employed nine years as 
"Howard H. Law." 

They said authorities at the 
Jackson, Mich., prison knew him 
as No. 11-109, one of a dozen con¬ 
victs who fled in 1919 after tun¬ 
neling their way to freedom. 

Marries a Widow 

Two months later, Fulger re¬ 
lated, he married Mrs. Elizabeth 
Hare, a widow who, at 69, is 13 
years his senior. 

“For myself I care little,” he 
said. “But it is tragedy for my 
wife. I never had told her the 
story. I hoped it never would be 
necessary.” 

“I won't let you go back,” she 
declared. “We'll get lawyers." 

But Fulger dissented. “We have 
so little money,” he said, “you'll 
need it all.” 

"First of all,” Mrs. Fulger in¬ 
sisted, “we must write to the gov¬ 
ernor of Michigan and ask him 
for mercy.” 

Fulger related that in 1917 he 
was sentenced to serve 10 to 20 
years in prison, charged with an I 
offense against his stepdaughter. 
He insisted he was convicted be¬ 
cause of "deluded" testimony by 
his first wife, who, he said, had 
been sent to insane asylums twice 
before and once after their mar¬ 
riage. He had been a reformatory 
guard at Ionia, Mich. 

"Two years later—or more than 1 
17 years ago a dozen of us es¬ 
caped by digging a tunnel,” he 
said. "For four days I hid in a j 
church basement, without food. 
Then J made my way to Clinton. 
Ia., where I got clothes and a new \ 
name. My wife, Arbilla, mean¬ 
while had died in Minnesota.

"In June, 1919, I married my pres¬ 
ent wife. Our love has been per- j 
feet. We came to Chicago and 
made a home. She never knew ol ! 
my past until this arrest." 

Tenants of the building where | 
Fulger worked rallied to his aid j 
"Prisons are supposed to be for j 
reforming criminals,” said one, 
George Wilson, a broker. “If this 
man ever was a criminal, he has 
certainly reformed himself. It 
would be unjust to take him back."

“Nobody on oui side of the 
fence has any thought of reprisal 
or repression,’’ Farley said in an 
address over a national radio 
network. 

‘Not Partisan Triumph’ 

“Last night’s victory,” he de¬ 
clared, “is not a partisan triumph. 
Though the election was won un¬ 
der the Democratic banner, the 
size of the majority, both the pop¬ 
ular and the electoral college ma¬ 
jority, makes it very plain that it 
was principle and not party that 
was sustained in Tuesday’s voting. 

“After today, I do not think that 
anybody will doubt the spirit of 


liberalism that actuated our 
citizens. 

”... I have an idea that the 
people who so viciously assailed 
the President during the campaign, 
who called him a Communist, a 
would-be dictator, ami an enemy 
of business, are now rather 
ashamed of the bitterness they 
brought into the campaign. 

‘Source of Satisfaction* 

“For myself, I hope these at¬ 
tacks will be forgotten. I am sure 
that the President entertains no 
bitterness, even to those who in 
the furor of the struggle so grossly 
assailed him 

“ . . . Naturally the result of 
the election is a source of deep 
satisfaction, but I think all of us 
realize that it was less a triumph 
for Roosevelt and Garner than it 
was for the people of our country. 

“It is due to their clearness of 
vision, their perception of the 
rights and wrongs that were the 
issue, that America is now set on 
a course that will not only clear up 
the depression distress, but will 
make such miseries impossible in 
the future.”

| of skill will be licensed in Hunt- j 
ington Beach 10 days after yes¬ 
terday's vote is canvassed by the ! 
board of supervisors. 

This was detided at the polls | 
here yesterday, when 818 ballots 
were cast favoring licensing of the 
j games and 781 residents voted' 
j against the measure. The ordi-1 
nance, which allows two games of! 
any one type to operate in the \ 
city, carried by 37 votes. 

The tango vote here was an ad¬ 
dition to the spirited genera! elec¬ 
tion, and many residents took part 
in a heated campaign both for and 
against the city ordinance licens¬ 
ing the games. Church workers, 
members of Parent-Teacher 
groups and other organizations 
took stands against the ordinance, 
which was called for a vote after 
the city council had received a 
petition bearing names of 415 resi¬ 
dents requesting such action. 

The new ordinance calls for a 
license of $5 per chair on all 
games, with a minimum yearly fee 
of $500 to he collected by the city. 
In addition, operators of any . 
games must be residents of Hunt- i 
ington Beach for the past five 1 
years. 

Licensing of the games climaxes l 
a long battle between the two fac- - 
tions, with proponents claiming 
that revenue which ordinarly I 
would remain in the community j 
heretofore was spent in other l 
beach communities where games 
were licensed.

The Nation Looks Forward 

HTHE ELECTION is over. The people have spoken. The 
-I nation is ready now to settle down to four years of 
sensible and orderly progress for the good of the United 
States as a whole. 

On the basis of returns so far received, President 
Roosevelt has received a clear-cut mandate to continue 
with the New Deal on the same basis that he has led it 
in the past. 

As the echoes of campaign oratory fade into the 
past, the people realize—just as they have following every 
national election—that there has been much unfortunate 
emotionalism, with “scares” and dire predictions of dis¬ 
aster coming from both sides. 

It is too bad that there has to be all this hysteria 
during election time—but it has always been so, and no 
doubt always will be, so long as human nature remains ex¬ 
citable over controversial matters. 

This defect in no way, however, weakens our form 
of government in comparison with the dictatorships and 
freak-isms which afflict Europe and Asia. Indeed, it re¬ 
sults in educating the American average citizen in polit¬ 
ical affairs to a degree never approached abroad. 

Outcome of the election has not changed the fact, 
however, that many important problems must be solved 
and that a united nation is necessary for the fastest and 
surest progress toward our goal of re-employment of the 
millions who are out of work, reduction in taxation, and 
a greater, happier life of opportunity and success for the 
average man. 

We must pull together with renewed strength and 
cooperation in an effort to solve these problems, without 
any of the rancor that sometimes is felt by a minority 
toward the successful party in the presidential conflict. 

The same feeling of cooperation should prevail locally 
in the hard-fought battles of the ballot which have marked 
the supervisorial, assembly, senate and congressional dis¬ 
trict races. The people have indicated their choice. The 
matter is settled. 

This nation must look forward, striving as a unit to 
reach in the future a standard of living and idealism 
never known in the past. 

We look to President Roosevelt and the other offi¬ 
cials chosen yesterday to carry out this trust. 

A man accused of breaking up another’s home 
today need not be a rogue. He might just have bumped 
into the trailer. 

Pacifying the Waterfront 

W ITH the maritime strike threatening to spread from 
Pacific posts to the Atlantic and Gulf coast, it is to 
be prayerfully hoped that this industrial battle will be 
brief and bloodless. 

The costly strike of 1934 with its climax of a four- 
day general strike calls for no encore, particularly when 
sea-borne commerce is prospering as at no time in years. 
That strike cost the coast millions of dollars, eight lives 
and an aftermath of fears and hates. 

We will not try to analyze the issues. Both the work¬ 
ers and ship owners have voiced their grievances and each 
group, doubtless has some right on its side. But speaking 
for the public, which always innocently suffers from a 
tie-up of commerce, we feel that this new strike is elo¬ 
quent in its demand for some constructive legislation by 
the next congress. 

Ships and docks under the American flag lack even 
the simplest machinery for mediation. When trouble 
threatens, some makeshift mediation is hurriedly im¬ 
provised, and if that fails the President is called upon to 
intervene. 

In the present trouble, President Roosevelt dispatched 
an assistant secretary of labor and a representative of 
the new maritime commission, which lacks general media¬ 
tory powers. The wonder is not that these men failed, 
but that they were able to postpone a showdown by a 
series of truces. 

Contrast this situation with what the government has 
done in the rail industry, setting up the national mediation 
board and the national railroad adjustment board. Since 
these bodies have been functioning, there has not been 
one major strike. 

The new congress should create a maritime mediation 
service as able, permanent and expert as the railway 
boards. Strikes can not always be prevented. But they 
can be reduced to a minimum with wise and understand¬ 
ing guidance of this sort.
